the Tessa branch railroad, in Ohio 
oonnty, is the little town known as 
Jones’ Ststloa. Oa the east aide ol

cer connty, and bsnlcd them to his 
mill in Ohio ecunty. John Whit- 
t.nghilt d'ed at the o'.d WhlttlngbiU 
minalon, which Is still rtandlng, Sep- 
tember 17, 1846, in Ihe 70th yesr of 
his age, and a few years alter hla 
diath hit mill, lor want of 
water power, waa abandoned to ueg- 
Icct and rain.

Story of a Missouri Man. of a 
Long Searcli for His Kid- 
napped Wife. 



Located at McHenry and tbe Ab- 
ductor Arrested and Lodged 
In Jan Tuesday. 



Taesday morning a well-iiresseil, 
prosperous Icoking strangrr, abent 
thirty. five yca,'S old,appe.ued in jadge 
Millet’s otfice aud told that otlicial a 
story that sounds more like a fairy 
tale than a story liom real life. 

He said that his name was Sellle 
Don jlas, that his home was Colum- 
bia, Missonri, and asked for a war- 
rant of arrest for Jack King, whom 
he charged with taking, by force, 
custody of his wile, Lovie Douglas, 
from his home at Columbia, Missou- 
ri, in September, 1901, and detaining 
her against her will since that date. 

Sheriff Cal P. Keown and Jailer T. 
H, Black left at noon for McHenry to 
arrest King, who was an employe of 
the Central Coal A Iron Company 
there. When the officers arresttd 
King, the woman fainted, bnt was re- 
vived without difficulty and the of- 
ficers reached here with King and the 
woman abont nine o'clock. Upon 
their arrival here, the kidnapper and 
the kidnapped one, ordered a drink ol 
whiskey, which the officers reluctant- 
ly allowed served them. Tbe woman 
drained the glass in tbe regulation 
way in the preaence of a curious 
crowd. 

When King and the woman bad 
drained their glasses to the dregs, he 
asked to be allowed to see Lovie com- 
fortably fixed in her room at tbe ho- 
tel before he took bis quarters lor tbe 
night, and perhaps many another 
night, in the County Bastlle, which 
favor Sherifl Keown generonaly grant- 
ed, The final parting of “Jack” and 

Lovie," was loving and affectionate. 
Tbe abducted one, who bad made the 
trip from McHenry to Hartford In the 
abductor’s arms, had, with one arm 
abont hit neck, drank from her other 
hand, his beslth, now gave him a fi- 
nal embrace, a kiaa and a , pleasant 
good night," and King went to 
Tom Black’s for supper. 

When leit alone In her room, Lo- 
vle’s thoughts still turned to love, 
but with her abductor safely caged, 
she did not call for her husband from 
whose loving arms she had been so 
ruthlessly and mercilessly torn these 
eighteen months ago, bnt told the 
night clerk to bring her a novel. 
"Pearl Bryan" was hastily selected 
for her by the accommodating clerk. 

While these Incidents were trans- 
piring, Douglas was In the County 
Attorney’s office, where he remained 
until King had gone to Jail and Lovie 
to bet room. 

Leit alone in her room, Ix>vle soon 
tired ot the story of the nnhappy late 
of Pearl Bryan and dispatched a mes- 
senger for Donglas. When Douglas 
entered the room, Lovie shook hands 
with him and made some formal In- 
quiries about the folks at home. Tlie 
loving embrace and Impassioned Iclaa 
lavished on King a few minutes be- 
fore were not duplicated for tbe hus- 
band. After Duuglas and Lovie had 
held a conference for sometime, they 
came down to the hotel office and 
registered aa S. Donglas and wife, 
Columbia, Mo. 

County Attorney W. H. Barnes and 
Attorney Claude Smith remained In 
tbe room with Donglas and his wile 
for sometime. After a general con- 
versation of a lew minutes, Douglas' 
wife Vgan to recount to him tbe 
events ol her life since she had been 
separated from him, and soon they 
were in each others’ arms, weeping 
like children. The woman’s story, as 
recounted that night in the presence 
of her husband, to tbe officers, re- 
counts, If true, an experience that falls 
to the unhappy lot ol few women. 

LOVIE’S STUBV, 

In September, 1901, out family, 
myself, my husband aud little boy, 
were rooming in a fl it in Jefferson 
City, Missouri. This man King oc- 
cupied a room ou the same floor. One 
morning King gave my little boy 
some candy and gave him also a piece 
ot candy to bring to me. My little 
boy told me afterward that King 
poured some liqnld on the candy he 
sent me. 

After some little time bad elapsed, 
as my boy told me later — I did not 
know what I was doing at the time — 
a closed wagon drove up to the door 
and King placed me and the boy In 
the wagon and drove to tbe depot, 
from where we went to St. Louis by 
train. I first recognized my sitnatlon 
after we reached St Louis and was 
almost crazed when I realized It, but 
King threatened me with Instant 
death if I did not live with him aa bla 
wife, and said he would also kill my 
child and husband. I finally man- 
aged to get my boy on the train and 
sent him home to my husband with 
tbe story ot my condition, but when 
King found the boy had gone, he 
made me leave St. Lonis with him at 
once and after wandering abont 
through the South, we finally reach- 
ed McHenry about six months ago. I 
walked the entire trip from St. I<ouls. 

About three months ago, King 
forced me to write my hnsband for 
money,but I added a post-script when 
King was not present 



Sellie tally about my galling slavcty i 
and the peril of trying to escape. I 



Turning to her husband she asked’ 
"Sellle, why didn’t you bring that 
letter with yon?" Douglas handed 
her two letters. "See, here It Is, just 
os I told you, and here la the other 
one with the post script, too. Gen- 
tlemen, read them yourselves. I am 
as happy os a school girl now, alter 
all these dreadful days are over, and 
that man safe behind the bars." 
POUGLAS’ STORY. 

My narie is Sellle Donglas; 1 am 
years old, live at Colnmbla, Missouri, 
and am a plasterer by trade. On the 
mcraing of the 12th day of Septem- 
ber, i9->i, I went to ray work as usu- 
al and when I returned at night ray 
wife was was gone. 

My wile and I had been married | 
twelve years, during which time she 
had been a tine and faithful compan- 
ion and a plona Christian woman. I 
could not account ior her going away 
with a strange man and made many 
efforts to locate her, but without 
avail, until about three months ago, 
when she wrote me from McHenry, 
Ky„ to send her $30.00, which I did, 
but began to Investigate the circum- 
stances ot her being there, which I 
bad not effected aatlafactorlly when 
she wrote me again not to send her 
any more money, as she bad been 
forced, by a man by the name of King, 
who had kidnapped her Irsm our 
home and kept her srith him by 
threats of vlolesce, to demand money 
from me. 

Having perfect confidetce In her as 
a woman, wife and Christian, I came 
here and took legal steps to liberate 
her from her galiing slavery. 

KING'S VERSION OF THK AFFAIR. 

Ring’s trank story, including, as it 
does, his criminal conduct, lends 
interest to hit statements. He says: 

"My name IsJ. W. King; I am 39 
years old, and was born In New York 
City. I am a machinist and have 
worked in many ot the large cities oi 
the conntry. In the fall of 1901 I 
was repairing some machinery In a 
newspaper pliuit at Jefferson City, 
Missouri, and met a lady, at my 
boarding house, who claimed to be 
Lovie B. Moore. Her room was across 
a hall from mine, bnt I had no con- 
versation with her until one morning 
she accosted me with the complslnt 
that she was anflfering for want of 
food. Her lean body and colorless 
face attested tbe gennlneness of her 
complaint and I relieved her want, for 
which she made many expressiont of 
gatitnde, and finally, when I was 
abont to leave the city, begged me to 
take her with me. I was a single 
man, and fancied itbe woman, so, we 
joined our fortunes together and fi- 
nally, ia pursuit of my trade, we came 
to McHenry. 

"Alter we came here she told me of 
her husband In Missonri, abont whose 
existence I had never heard before. I 
then insisted that if she preferred to 
remain with me, that she go back to 
Misoonri and get a divorce from her 
husband, that we might marry, to 
which she agreed. 1 offered to fur- 
nish her money tor tbe trip, but she 
said that Douglas ahunid pay the ex- 
pense and she wrote him for the mon- 
ey, and she would have gone back to 
Missouri at once to introduce divorce 
proceedings, had not Donglas appear- 
ed on the scene here."
